AND NAVY.

President Plans Their 
Improvement. 


Big. Fighting Ships and 
Camp Maneuvers. ' 


What He Learned From the 
Tampa Confusion — Red 
Tape No Object. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—[Exclusive 
Dispatch] The ideas of President 
Roosevelt with reterenœ to legislation 
for the improvement of the army and 
navy are particularly interesting at 
this time. Those persons who look for 
a radical recommendation to Congress 
for a navy of larger size will be dis- 
appointed. The President has made a 
careful study of the needs of both 
branches of the service. He is strongly 
impressed with the idea of making the 
navy a fighting navy and the army a 
fighting army, but the question of in- 
creasing the number of vessels and 
number of troops is secondary, in his 
mind, to that of fighting qualities and 
readiness for conflict. 

The work of building up the Ameri- 
can navy will proceed rapidly, but not 
in the direction of a “big” navy. The 
President believes that an effective 
navy does not depend upon the num- 
ber of vessels in commission, but the 
kind of ships ready for service. He is 
determined, therefore, to do everything 
he can to provide the navy with the 
most powerful fighting ships that sci- 
ence and experience can devise and 
money buy. He is opposed to com- 
merce-destroying navy, a navy com- 
posed largely of vessels limited in use 
to the destruction of merchant ships. 
In short, he believes the sea-going bat- 
tleship, heavily armored and provided 
with powerful ordnance and wel- 
trained men, to be the most effective 
type of a naval vessel. He considers 
great fighting strength far more essen- 
tlal than speed, and readiness for 
actual battle more important than any- 
thing else. It is certain that his plan 
for the upbullding of the navy contem- 
plates more target practice and more 
practical naval maneuvers. 

EXERCISE THE ARMY. 

Ever since the beginning of the war 
with Spain the President has devoted 
considerable time to the study of army 
matters. The Santiago campaign 
brought to his attention the weakness 
of the army system then in effect, and 
he has formed very decided opinions 
as to what changes are necessary to 
bring the army up to the highest 
standard of efficiency. He has be- 
lieved for some time that if the Amer- 
ican army were exercised) im peace as 
Euro armies are, much of 
the ble encountered In the Cuban 
campaign would have been avoided. 

Practical marches necessary to 
the proper instruction of the army, and 
the President contemplates extensive 
operations, such as the assembling of 
10,000 or 15,000 men at San Antonio and 
marching them to Galveston, there em- 
barking them for Tampa, and then 
marching them to Jacksonville. He is 
a strong believer in the plan recom- 
mended to Congress for the establish- 
ment of camps of practical instruction 
in different parts of the United States. 
He favors the detalled-staff system 
adopted by the last Congress, upon 
Secretary Root's recommendation, and 
from his experience in the Navy De- 
partment he has come to the conclusion 
that the Ordnance, Quartermaster’s 
and Commissary bureaus should not b> 
separated from the line. 

He believes the men of the line cf 
the army should have something to do 
with the manufacture of the gun; 
which they are to use. To secure this, 
he believes that ordnance men and 

uartermasters in the army should be 
detailéd for a certain period from the 
line and sent back to the line again, 
and that such a plan will be to the ad- 
vantage of the line, and for the ad- 
vantage of the army, as the system is 
an advantage to the navy. 

As for working out reforms, he is 
strongly of the opinion that no better 
way exists than to exercise the army 
in times of peace, and thinks that 
army officers cannot sit down and plan 
on paper fo that everything will move 
smoothly, if there is not practice in 
the field. 

He realizes that such things cannot 
be accomplished without a liberal ex- 
penditure of money by Congress, and 
to that end he will give all the assist- 
ance in his power to Secretary Root to 
secure from Congress a liberal appro- 
priation for the purchase of ground 
where the troops can be mobilized and 
receive practical instruction. 

TRANSPORT SERVICE. 

From his observation of the working 
of the transport service in the war with 
Spain, he has formed the impression 
that transports should be under the 
charge of the navy.

He considers the 
equipment of the army one of the es- 
sential features in the preparation for 
war, and that while an army of good 
size is desirable, its value really de- 
pends upon its readiness for actual 
conflict, To be ready, in his opinion, 
means that the officers and men} shall 
have received practical instructions 
under conditions approaching actual 
warfare. Also, that their equipment 
shall be ready for instant use; the ar- 
senals filled with smokeless powder, 
the coast defenses in the highest state 
of efficiency, the guns kept in perfect 
order, and a complete supply of ammu- 
nition at hand for immediate use. 

He believes there should be on hand 
a proper number of field transportation 
vessels available or obtainable for 
transportation of troops; clothing of a 
suitable nature for service in cold or 
tropical climates; rifies of the latest 
pattern and design, in quantities suffi- 
clent for arming a large force; medical 
chests filled and food supplies of all 
kinds at hand in case of emergency. 

He believes that the navy should be 
in the same state of readiness as the 
army, and that every gun aboard ship 
should be in prime condition. He will 
therefore urge upon Congress the 
needful legislation to secure these im- 
provements in the army and navy.

DIVORCE AND REMARRIAGE.

the church from “solemnizing a mar- 
riage between any two persons unless, 
or until by inquiry, he shall have satis- 
fied himself that neither person has 
been or is the husband or the wife of 
any other person then living.” 

This is a sweeping law, not recogniz- 
ing even infidelity as a cause for di- 
vorce, and not permitting Episcopal 
clergymen to solemnize the marriage 
of an innocent party in a divorce. The 
action taken by the “rigorists,” as 
those taking this extreme stand are 
called, is based on the ground that the 
church is called upon to register its 
protest against the laxity on the sub- 
pect of divorce that prevails in the 
United States. As stated by one of the 
signers of the report, there seems no 
way in which the church can avoid 
complicity in divorces of the most 
ecandalous character except in so far as 
it may refuse to. assume any color of 
responsibility for any divorce by 
bidding the clergy to solemnize the 
marriage of divorced persons in any 
case whatever.” 

One of the dilemmas in which the 
church legislators find themselves, say 
the rigcrists, is that they must put the 
ban on all divorcees, innocent and 
guilty, without distinction, as “there is 
no judicial system, civil or ecclesiasti- 
cal, that will enable us to discover the 
innocent party in divorce cases.” 
Therefore, they argue, they must for- 
bid the clergy to solemnize the mar- 
riage of any divorced person. 

This extreme stand is a departure 
from the precedent established by the 
church in 1808, wheg a resolution was 
adopted authorizing the solemnization 
of the marriage of an in nt party to 
a divorce when the cause was infidelit,. 

The opponents of the radical idea as- 
vert that their position is based on the 
words of Christ, as given in Matthew 
xix. They oppose the rigorists on the 
further grounds that such refusal to 
solemnize marriage would put a stigma 
on marriages which are honorable and 
lawful; that it would create two kinds 
of matrimony, holy and unholy, in the 
sight of the church: that it would 
alienate church members who have 
heen taught to believe that innocent 
parties in divorce are entitied to re- 
marry; that it will weaken the infiu- 
ence of the church with the American 
peop'e, who may conclude that the 
church is wedded to mediaeval ideas 
and attempting to be stricter than the 
head of the church Himself, and that 
such church legislation would be in et- 
fect a repudiation of the teachings 
of the Master.

FORESTRY EXHIBIT. 

Features of This Display, From the 

Department of Agriculture, at the 

{Exposition Circular:] The Forestry 
Division exhibit consists mainly of a 
photographic collection illustrating the 
relation of agriculture to forestry. sup- 
plemented by maps and sections of 
commercial timber trees from the Ap- 
palachian mountain region. The pho- 
tographic display embodies sixty 
framed bromide prints enlarged from 
photographs, together with twenty col- 
ored and uncolored transparencies. The 
subjects illustrated by bromides and 
transparencies comprise. briefly, the 
various methods of lumbering, their ef- 
fects on forest production and on the 
adjacent agricultural lands. The „t- 
fects of forest fires on the forest land 
and the relation of such denudation to 
the flow of water in streams and the

shown. The principal types of trees 
and forests are illustrated to show the 
size and lumber production of forests 
occupying agricultural and non-agri- 
cultural lands.

trated. A special feature of the pho- 
tographic display is the illustration of 
individual trees of the mammoth big 
tree, the giant red firs. white firs, and 
the sugar pines of the California Sier- 
ras by colored trensparencies. It is in- 
teresting to state in this connection 
that these tra neles are the 
largest ever made. ypical agricultu- 
ral valley lands in the Fast and West 
ere illustrated on the same scale. show- 
ing the special protective agencies of 
natural adjacent mountain forests and 
planted shelt belts of forest trees. 
The region and the subject from which 
these illustrations were taken are rep- 
resentative of the principal agricultu- 
ral and forest sections of the United 
States. 

Fourteen colored maps of the United 
States show the distribution of the 
principal forest types and species, the 
distribution of rainfall in relation to 


that of forest areas, and in connection 
the location of State experiment sta- 
tiong. Nineteen large siabs, four feet 
high and 6 inches thick, with bark at- 
tached, and one surface polished, show 
the size, quality and character of the 
commercial timber trees of the Appa- 
lachian forest region. 

The government forest exhibit is un- 
der t immediate su of 
Gifford Pinchot, the chief of the di- 
vision. He is a graduate of Yale, has 
traveled extensively, and has prepared 
for Buffalo an exhibit that has never 
been shown in this country before, A 
part of the exhibit was at Paris. 

The exhibit of the Weather Bureau 
is of especial interest to meteorologists. 
A fifteen-foot model—one-fifth actual 
size—of a tower used to display signals 
along the coast of the Atlantic, Gulf 
and Great Lakes is shown. This tower 
is not used in all cases, but only where 
the circumstances are such that the 
flagpoles cannot be placed in positions 
of sufficient prominence. The actual 
towers are seventy-five feet in height, 
and made of galvanized steel. On these 
towers are displayed storm signals, 
flags by day and lanterns by night, 
when a storm is expected. Only in 
the case of the probability of heavy 
winds is the signal In 
the “qualifying velocity” is forty-two 
miles an hour. 

Another interesting feature of this 
exhibit is a -paris chart show- 
ing topography. The chart is a section 
of a globe, and is so made as to repre- 
gent the altitude above sea level in its 
surface.

Rector of Christ Church Opens 
Direct Fire on Rev. B. 
W. R. Tayler. 


Rev. B. W. R. Tayler, the rector of 
St. John's parish, of this city, recently 
sent a communication to the New York 
Churchman criticizing the Outlook for 
having published editorially the state- 
ment that “the high-church party is 
strong in California, and the introduc- 
tion of Roman Catholic ritualism is 
fostered to a surprising extent.” Mr. 
Tayler said in his letter: “I wish, as 
one who has lived fifteen years in Call- 
fornia, to deny its statements most 
emphatically. . . The real fact of 
the matter is that there is very little 
of so-called ritualism in any of the dio- 
ceses comprising the State of Califor- 
nia.”

SEATTLE. Oct. 4.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ] Prospects are bright for the 
early opening of the coast districts of 
Siberia to American gold miners. Al- 
ready the Russian government has this 
matter under consideration, and a rep- 
resentative has recently returned from 
a trip to the coast for the purpose of 
investigating the conditions there and 
reporting on the advisability of the 
proposed action. This representative, 
D. V. Evanoff, a noted Russian en- 
gineer and geologist, arrived from the 
north 6n the steamship Queen, and is 
at present in Seattle, whence he will 
go to Viadivostok to confer with the 
Governor-General of the Amur district. 

From Nome he crossed to the Sibe- 
rian coast, where he spent three weeks 
among the natives and in prospecting 
the country. Evanoff reports that he 
is posuive from his investigations that 
there is gold in pienty, and that it 
would soon be discovered if the country 
were but thrown open to Americu.

The America’s cup will not go 
across the ocean this year. The Co- 
lumbia won the third heat of the in- 
ternational contest yesterday, thus de- 
ciding the race, so. far as the chal- 
lenge for 1901 is concerned. N 

Vesterday's race, like the other two 
of the series, was a very close one. 
The official time of the start—after 


the finish with the challenger 2 ber- 
onds ahead, actual time, giving the 
race to the Columbia by 41 seconds on 
account of her time allowance. Thurs- 
day's race was not quite 80 close. 
there being a difference of 2 minutes 
52 seconds, actual time, between the 
crossing of the line by the winning 
ana the losing boat. The corrected 
time gave that race to the Columbia 
by 4 minutes 35 seconds. In Saturday's 
race the Columbia-came in 39 seconds 
ahead, winning the race by 1 minute 
22 seconds. 
The handicap or time allowance in 
favor of the Columbia is given her by 
reason of the fact that the Shamrock 
carries 833 square feet of canvas 
in excess of that carried by the 
defender. The allowance in time 
amounts to 43 seconds. That thd Co- 
lumbia is the better boat seems to 
have been conclusively demonstrated 
by these races. Notwithstanding her 
Smaller area of canvas, she crossed 
the line ahead of the challenger in two 
of the three heats, and was only two 
seconds behind in yesterday's contest.

Any foreigner or 
alien applying to my court for citizen- 
ship papers,” declares Judge Tallman, 
“who in any way acknowledges that 


he favurs anarchism, is friendly to 
anarchists, or has any leaning toward 
anarchistic beliefs, will be denied cit- 
izenship by me.” 

This decision by Judge Tallman is 
an eminently wise and righteous one. 
It is to be hoped that thore judges will 
take a similar view of applications for 


‘| citizenship, and will subject applicants 


to the closest possible examination 
under the law. It is also to be hoped 
that judges everywhere whose prov- 
ince it is to grant or reject such ap- 
plications, will not hesitate to refuse 
the privileges of citizenship to all per- 
sons who are unable to offer satisfac- 
tory evidence that they will make de- 
sirable citizens. Wf the existing laws 
are not sufficient to clothe judges 
with all requisite powers in this con- 
nection, let the laws be amended or 
new laws passed to meet cases of this 
kind. 

It is time to raise the standard of 


injury | American citizenship, and to shut our 


doors, so far as possible, against the 
further influx of anarchists, criminals, 
paupers, and other undesirable immi- 
grants. We have been far too lax in 
this respect. We have done too much 
talking about this matter and too lit- 
tle acting.

A society novel cannot be written of 


Columbus or Detroit or — Francisco 
or Chicago, though the subtle author

not be merely local or provincial. Tales 
of the provinces can never be “fash- 
lonable” in the sense in which a novel 
of London, Paris, Washington or New 
York can be fashionable. There is ex- 
cellent society in Birminghem, * 
in Tours, France; in Philadelphia, in 
Richmond: but a society novel, to be 
successful, must not concern itself with 
the local or provincial place. Its scene 
must be laid in a city the society of 
which is acknowledged to be the most 
representative, the most fashiovable, 
the most elegant in the whole country. 
Vienna stands for this in Austria, Ber- 
lin in Germany, St. Petersburg in Rus- 
sia; and Washington—though outside 


les—begins to stand for it 
United States. A society novel, then, 
must arise from artificial conventions 
and conditions; it must have a fixed 
beckground due to a more or less aris- 
tocratic sentiment, and the conditions 
must have such a ¢haracter that they 
cannot be called “local” in the prov- 
incial sense. In a word, they must, 
in the novel, be near to the conditions 
that make elegant society in ell the 
great centers of civilization. 
NOVELS OF LOCAL INTEREST. 
James's “Bostonians,” saturated with 
the Athenian flavor, is not a society 
novel; Mr. Crawford's Katharine 
Lauderdale” would be, if Mr. Crawford 
knew New York. Mr. Howells’s, novels 
important as they are—are local and 
out of society. Mre. Gertrude Ather- 
tons California novels give pictures 
of a semi-barbarous life. Christian 
Reid's have the old Southern tone of a 
life that is past; , short 
stories, like “In St. Peter's Set,” 
the provincial point of view adm 
ably, which might be one quality in a 
novel of society, but which would have 
no other value. Miss Bonner's “Hard 
Pan” is a picture of local society in a

The French novels of high life—those 
of Octave Feuillet offer the best ex- 
amples for our purpose—are strictly 
Parisian, even when the scene changes 
to old chateaux in Dauphiny or gay 
villas at Biarritz. Paris, in the back- 

nd, offers all the pleasure, all the 
intellectuality of life. And the charm 
of Gyp—whom I mention with an apol- 
ogy—is that she, even in the provinces, 
is thoroughly Parisian. In the French 
or the English novels you cannot es- 
cape Paris or . In ours, as a 
rule, the capital or the metropolis is 
only an incident—the author basks in 
the light of any city he loves.

They succeeded 
in having a law passed requiring that 
no child shall be imprisoned with 
older offenders for a first offense, be- 
fore being tried, but shall be sent to a 
separate place of detention until trial;

a separate court in which none except 
those interested in child reform shall 
be present. Chicago is divided into 
districts, earch having an officer spe- 
cially appointed to look after juvenile 
offenders. These officers are volun- 
teers, who serve without pay. At the 
trial of a child offender against the 
law, judge, parents and officer talk the 
matter over in a sort of family con- 
clave, and the best method of treat- 
ment for the reform of the child is 
carefully considered. The juvenile offi- 
cer takes an interest in al! the youth- 
ful offenders in his district,

HAVANA, Oct. 4.—Gov.-Gen. Wood 
hes issued an order formally dissolv- 
ing the constitutional convention.
